Mexican persecution of religion con-| 
tinue to filter across the border. 

One of the latest of these gives a 
vivid and detailed description of seven 
martyrdoms, These killings have been 
verified and were previously reported 
in N. C. W. C. News Service despatch- 
es, but the details, the pathos and the 
religious fervor of the victims were 
not told. The present account was 
written by one who viewed, and pray- 
ed beside, the bodies of two of the 
victims immediately after the killings, 
and who knew the families well. It 
reads: 

“Early on the morning of the first 
Friday, the humble house in which 
Anacieto Gonzalez Flores and his 
young friends, the Vargas, were hid- 
ing, was surrounded by a great num 
ber of soldiers. 

“Anatieto was the Chief Officer of 
the Union Popular and a true cham- 
pion of Jesus Christ. The Vargas 
brothers had been his faithful and 
constant companions. 


Employed Words of Jesus 

“On the day mentioned, it was im-, 
possible for them to escape. The sol- 
diers had surrounded the entire block 
in which the house was located and
